that streptococcal infection 
can be reduced in open wounds from 73 to 20 per cent. of 
all cases by daily sprinkling with sulphanilamide powder, 


as a means of combating general blood infections was 

well established, but its introduction locally into deep 
and superficial wounds was still in its experimental stage. 
In the short period that has elapsed since the evacuation 
from Dunkirk, the position has altered. The group is now 
accepted as a local as well as a general method of chemo 
therapy in this country. 

First used in the form of prontosil—a drug discovered by 
two brothers in New York in 1919, and used experimentally 
in Germany from 1930 to 1935—the sulphanilamide group 
in a few years leapt into fame. Colebrook and his colleagues 
working at Queen Charlotte’s Hospital, quickly found in it 
a successful means of treatment for cases of puerperal sepsis 
which had previously proved fatal. Surgeons found in it a 
means of saving life in septic cases with streptococcal 
septicaemia. Other synthetic drugs made from sulphanilamide 
—the factor in prontosil which produced the cure—cured in 
turn pneumonia, gonorrhoea and cerebro-spinal fever. 

In all these cases the drug overcame the infection through 
the bloodstream, and success depended on quickly getting 
and keeping up a satisfactory percentage of the chemical in 
the blood. The question whether better results could not 
be obtained by local application naturally arose in dealing 
with the extensive injuries of modern warfare 

There were some who doubted. Would not sulphanilamide 
and the allied drugs, sulphapyridine (M. & B. 693) and 
sulphathiazole (M. & B. 760), like the antiseptic, act as 
irritants in the wound, set up an inflammatory reaction, and 
lessen the vitality of the body cells, so that they would be 
less able to fight germ infection ? 

Our surgeons were giving it a trial in France but, when 
the material came into their hands to give scope to test its 
efficiency thoroughly against controls, events quickly dis 
persed the hospitals, records were lost, and results could not 
be given with conclusive proof. In spite of this, hopeful 
reports appeared in the medical press of cases in which the 
introduction of sulphanilamide powder proved more effective 
in preventing the onset of gas gangrene and sepsis afte 
injury than flavine packs used in a control series of cases 

In the year which has passed since Dunkirk, the position 
has completely changed, and sulphanilamide powder has an 
accepted place as a local application; either a pot from which 
it can be sprinkled, or an insufflator by which it can be 
blown on to and into the depths of the wound, is a common 
accessory to the dressing trolley in wards which deal with 
septic cases, casualty departments and operating theatres. 

Sulphanilamide powder is capable of preventing and over 
coming infection in the wound, both from streptococci and 
from the Cloistridium Welchii and the other cloistridia which 
Cause gas gangrene. To be effective it must be applied before 
a dried film of exudate has formed on the wound surface 
Its efficiency is thought to be due to the fact that a 
higher concentration of the drug occurs in the tissues at the 
site of application, than in the blood stream

Rear-Admiral Surgeon Cecil P. G. Wakeley gave similar 
evidence when lecturing to the medical school of King’s 
College Hospital on his wide experience of the treatment of 
burns. He told of the successful treatment of electrical burns 
by excision of the damaged tissue, followed by sprinkling the 
surface with sulphanilamide powder, and the application of 
skin grafts over the powder 

These reports and others of similar nature show the 


progress that has resulted from war-time experience. Perhaps 


the local use of the sulphanilamides in connection with 
plastic surgery and skin grafting is the most illuminating, for 
in these fields antiseptics have always been taboo and the 
surgeon has used normal saline alone in contact with the

Of course, the action of the sulphanilamide group of drugs 





is specific. There is none, at present, really effective against 
staphylococci, though sulphathiazole is said to be the most 
potent against them. However, the tale is not yet completely 
told. Since 1935 chemists have produced over 2,000 theti 
compounds containing sulphanilamicde \ few have beer 
found useful. A sulphanilamide compound effective against 
staphylococci may well be discovered in the future

Scale of Salaries meets with Approval 


[HE revised scale of salaries accepted by the Council of the 
Royal College of Nursing (see Nursing Times, May 24, page 
434) has much interest and seems to meet with 
approval on every side rhat the new figures represent more 
nearly the technical skill and organising capacity necessary 
for the administrative posts of the hospital world from the 
ward sister and staff nurse upwards must be generally 
accepted.

Change in Midwives’ Salaries 

In light of the recent increase in salaries of members of 
the Civil Nursing Reserve the Minister of Health has, in 
certain categories, revised the salaries of midwives. As 
from the first week in February, 1941, salaries may be paid 
as an evacuation charge to independent midwives employed 
at emergency maternity homes under the Government 
evacuation scheme as follows: midwifery sisters who are 
State-registered nurses, i.e., midwives of senior rank holding 
responsible positions, e.g., labour ward sister, night sister, 
sister-in-charge of ward, £135 a year; staff midwives who are 
State-registered nurses, £115 a year; and staff midwives 
who are not State-registered nurses, £100. Matrons’ salaries 
have no fixed figure, but are determined by the amount 
of responsibility and the merits of the individual case. 
Board, lodging and laundry should be provided in addition 
to these salaries. The employer's superannuation contribu- 
tions are not paid, but the midwife wishing to continue her 
payments is helped to do so by the raised salary. The 
midwife provides her own uniform, and when it is provided 
by the council, a deduction is made from her salary. Where 
the midwife was, at the date of her transfer, in receipt of a 
lower salary, it is raised, but if her salary was higher before 
the transfer the payment of the higher salary should be 


continued.

ORK in the X-ray department of a large general 
W hospital falls into three main groups: (1) X-ray 
therapy; (2) X-ray diagnosis; (3) administration. 

For the purpose of running these three groups, the staff 
is divided into three main categories: (1) the doctors: 
(2) the nurses and, or radiographers; and (3) the secretarial 
staff. The doctors supervise all branches of the work. It 
is their duty to plan the details in the treatment of a case, 
and to see that these details are correctly carried out, and 
themselves that a patient, when he 
remains in comparatively good health

chief work on this side is to report on the films, and to see 
that the technical standard of the films is maintained at a 
high level hey, themselves, carry out special investiga

keeping of X-ray reports, and they generally run a ‘ follow- 
’ clinic in connection with the X-ray therapy. 

Most of the routine work in all groups is done by either 
nurses or radiographers, and hospitals vary somewhat in 
the relative numbers of nurses and radiographers employed. 
The work could all be done by nurses with a special training, 
but in most hospitals at least some radiographers are usually 
employed to do the more skilled X-ray examination and to 
care for the apparatus. Such work really outside the 
normal nursing training A good many nurses, however, 
take the radiographic course specified by the Society of 
Radiographers, which lasts for 18 months. At the end, of 
this they sit for the membership of the Society of Radio-

Preparing the Patient 

Let us now look at the work in the X-ray therapy group. 
Here, if we follow the course of one patient, we shall gain 
an insight into what this involves. The patient is sent to 
the department for treatment for a cancer of the breast.

room and prepares her tor examination by displaying the 
part, removing dressings if necessary, and generally attend- 
ing to the patient and reassuring her. The doctor makes his 
examination, takes the history, measures the diameters of 
the areas to be treated, and from this examination he plans 
how the treatment will be given. All the details are trans- 
ferred to a chart which gives the areas to be treated, the 
size of applicators to be used, and the time for which each 


treatment will last. The patient is then taken into the 
treatment room where she comes under the care of the 
nurse who will carry out the treatment This nurse will 


arrange the patient on the treatment couch, and from the 
chart and her previous training and experience will place 
the tube in position. The doctor is called, and checks the 
position. The nurse then leaves the patient in the treat 
ment room and from the operator’s cubicle she switches on 
the current. The meter readings and times are all arranged 
for her beforehand by the doctor, and the nurse's duty is 
to see that the meter readings remain steady. At the end 
of the time she switches off the current and arranges the 
next area, and the procedure is repeated until the treatment 
for the day is finished. 


The Operator’s Cubicle 

One or two points must be amplified. I said that the nurse 
worked the apparatus from the operator’s cubicle. This is 
a small lead-protected cabin, containing all the controls, 
and having a lead glass window which gives a clear view into 
the treatment room, so that the patient is always under 
observation. This cabin is lined with lead in order to absorb 
all scattered X-rays, so that the operator is not subjected 
to daily small doses of irradiation. This is a most important 
point because, if no precautions were taken, the X-ray 
worker would, in a month or so, suffer blood changes. And 
because of this danger, even where all precautions are taken 
it is usual to check the blood by an examination of the cells, 
including a cell count, every three months. The blood 
counts of all the workers are filed for reference. 

While on the subject of protection, one might interpolate 
here that the workers nowadays are very well looked after. 
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In addition to the periodic blood check already mentioned, 
most departments allow generous hours for the staff Lhe 
standard aimed at by the International X-ray and Radium 
Protection Committee is a seven-hour day, a five-day week 
and at least four weeks’ holiday per annum, 

Of course, before leaving the patient in the 
room the nurse must reassure her, particularly on the first 
occasion The room and the apparatus are usually 
inspiring, and the patient is often in poor physical condition 
During the course of the treatment the nurse will 
advise the patient on questions as diet, care of 
the skin, and will warn the patient about the probable skin 
reaction after the treatment stops As a rule there is a 
severe ervthema, and often the skin reaction is deliberately 
taken to the stage of moist desquamation or blistering 
The doctor in charge is alwavs available for advice but 
essentially the line of treatment is the same as for radium 
treatment bv the beam method, with similar care for skin, 
mucous membranes and blood 

After stopping treatment, the patient is asked to report 
back in one month’s time, and thereafter she reports at 
intervals to the follow-up clinic 

Such, in broad outline, is the work of the Deep Therapy 
Department. 

Treatments are mostly for malignant cases and a course 
may last for from three to six weeks of daily irradiation, 
depending on the nature of the lesion. For skin conditions, 
simple and malignant, a different type of X-ray apparatus 
is used—-the so called Contact Therapy plant. The feature 
of this is that the treatment time is much shorter and often 
only one dose lasting a few minutes is given. This, too, is

The Follow-Up Clinic 


Che follow-up clinic is a most important side of therapy, 
as one can learn a great deal from noting how patients with 
different types of lesion respond to the treatment. In time 
one can recognise which lesion is likely to do well and which 
one will not. The follow-up clinic is run mostly by the X-ray 
sister and a competent secretary. Here the sister’s organising 
ability and method of handling patients is given full play, 
as there may be as many as 30 cases reporting in a morning 
to be examined by the doctor. If a patient has been treated 
recently, dressings may be required. Sometimes a 
not doing well and it is necessary to take him or her to the 
surgical ward for treatment or observation.

War Wounds.—I 


HE wounds of war are multitudinous and various. It 
T is impossible in the space available to consider them 
all; therefore, those of soft parts alone will be 
described and injuries to specialised tissues excluded. War 
wounds differ from similar injuries met with in civilian 
practice by the greater disruption produced, the greater 
degree of infection and the lessened reaction to this infection. 
rhe aims in treatment are to bring about repair and healing 
with the maximum of restored function and the minimum of 
cosmetic damage 


Types of Wounds 


Most wounds in warfare are produced by one or other of 
a ‘variety of missiles. Of the many types, the majority can 
be conveniently classified thus :— 

(a) Penetrating Wounds.—These have a wound of entry 
only, the missile being in the body, but the important point 
to realise is that it has taken in with it clothing or other 
material heavily contaminated with organisms. 

(hb) Perforating Wounds.—The missile has traversed the 
body so that there is a wound of entry and a wound of exit; 
the former is usually smaller than the latter. On the whole, 
provided no vital or important structures are injured in 
transit, they carry a better prognosis as the missile with its 
contaminated adherent material has left the body: A bullet 
produces a small hole of entry and a small hole of exit. A 
small entry wound with a very large exit suggests that the 
missile, commonly a shell fragment, has struck and shattered 
bone. When both wounds are large it probably indicates a 
large piece of shell or bomb as the cause. 


Effect on the Tissues 


A missile will damage or destroy the structures obstructing 
its path. In addition there is a disruptive force which forces 
apart muscle fibres and opens up tissue planes doing con- 
siderable damage and producing haemorrhage over a wide 
area. The greater the velocity of the missile and the greater 
the resistance, the greater its disruptive force. If it meets 
some solid structure, such as bone, not only is a fracture 
caused but a splintering of the bone occurs and the small 
fragments, themselves acting as missiles, do further damage 
to the tissues. Following all this disruption, extensive oedema 
of a reactionary type results, causing tension in the tissues

Effect 


Haemorrhage is the first obvious feature. It 
moderate or severe, depending upon the size of the vessels 
and the number damaged. It is the immediate consideration 
and should be controlled either by direct pressure witha 
dressing and bandage, or by plugging, or by the use of a 
tourniquet properly and efficiently applied near to the 
wound. When the latter method is employed, a label should 
be attached to an easily visible part of the patient on which 
it is stated, in legible writing, the time of application of the 
tourniquet. This is to avoid it being left on too long, for it 
should be remembered that the whole blood supply to the 
limb is cut off and serious damage may ensue. Other methods 
of controlling the. bleeding, depending on circumstances, will 
have to be used when the time limit (about 45 minutes) has 
been reached. 

Shock is the next consideration. In this condition there 
is a serious depression of the vital centres, especially the 
cardiovascular, producing a marked fall in blood pressure 
followed by diminution in the quantity of circulating blood 
leading to a lack of oxygen supply to the tissues, and death, 
if untreated. It is caused essentially by trauma but is 
aggravated by a number of additional factors, the chief ot 
which are haemorrhage, dehydration, starvation, fear, pain 
and cold. When fully developed the patient looks anxious, 
is pale, sweaty and thirsty. The temperature is sub-normal, 
the pulse fast and poor, the respirations shallow and the 
blood pressure low. Later, the patient sinks into an apathetic 
torpor, preceding death. Treatment should be prompt and 
in action before the condition has had time to develop 
properly. It is directed towards preventing the additional 
factors mentioned above from making matters worse and to 
restoring the circulation of the blood. Morphia in adequate 
quantities is given to reduce pain, promote rest and relieve 
anxiety. Complete rest of the body is essential and is 
obtained by rest in bed in the horizontal position, splinting 
where necessary, and proper nursing. Warmth is of the 
greatest value. Extra blankets and hot-water bottles are 
the simplest methods assisted by heat cradles, improvised 
if necessary. Fluids to increase the blood volume should 
also be given by mouth in the form of hot, sweetened drinks

intravenous route is the method of choice. As the blood in 
shock is more concentrated than normal, the best fluid is 
plasma solution where the cellular element is absent. If this 
or blood is unobtainable, then normal saline may be used to 
tide the patient over a crisis. The anoxaemia-calls for mor« 
oxygen which, to be effectual, must be given to the lungs 
in high concentration. This can be done adequately by 
means of the Boothby mask. Some observers recommend 
the use of an extract of suprarenal cortex (such as eucortone 
to boost up the blood pressure.

Local Treatment of the Wound 


\part from the damage done to the wound, infection is 
most to be feared. The organisms enter on the clothing o1 
other fragments which the missile may take in, and are 
added to by the contact of outside dirty objects. But before 
infection occurs, these bacteria must have time to live, feed, 
multiply and produce their toxins; therefore it should be 
clearly understood at the outset the wound is only con 
taminated and that time must elapse before t7fection is evident. 
This time lag can be made use of to evict the organisms, 
which is done by excision of contaminated tissue, 
thoroughly as possible having regard to the fact that import 
ant structures, such as nerves and large vessels, cannot be 
removed. The period of grace is variable, depending upon 
the general condition of the patient, the extent of the 
damage and the number and virulence of the bacteria 
introduced. In general the period of contamination is 12 
hours, but after this time infection sets in and by 24 hours 
the wound is to be regarded as infected 


as 


rhe principle of excision is to remove the wound tract 
Using a sharp knife, a small edge of skin margin is taker 
away and the underlving contaminated area. excised 
adequately, the deeper parts being exposed by longitudinal! 
incisions above and below, avoiding unnecessary damage to 
uninjured parts. The skin 1s either sutured partly o1 
completely or left open to be packed with sterile vaseline 
gauze, the decision depending upon local and other con 
ditions and requiring considerable surgical judgment and 
experience. The closed plaster technique, based on the work 
of Winnett-Orr in acute osteomyelitis, and Trueta in the 
wounds of the Spanish Civil War, can then be adopted 
This means enclosing the wound and sufficient area above 
and below with a plaster of Paris splint. It has the advantag: 
that the damaged area is placed completely at rest, excessive 
oedema is controlled, re-infection by dressings avoided as 
well as the psvchological effect of painful dressings, and the 
patient may be more easily transported. The disadvantages 
are that, the wound not being visible, the onset of a severe 
infection such as gas gangrene cannot be observed early and

Sulphathiazole and Staphylococcal Infection 

A series of-50 cases of staphylococcal infection, mostly 
of severe type, have been treated with sulphathiazole 
In staphylococcal septicaemia the drug was of value when 
given early and in adequate doses, and rapid improvement 
which could be attributed to the drug occurred in five out ot 
13 cases. In acute osteomyelitis it did not lessen the need 
for surgical drainage or check the progress of suppuration, 
but it helped to reduce toxaemia. Many of the carbuncles 
ceased to extend when the drug was begun and the pyrexia! 
period appeared to be shortened, but there were two deaths 
out of five cases of carbuncle on the upper lip or nose, both 
in patients with cavernous sinus thrombosis present before 
treatment was begun. The drug was also found of value after 
surgical drainage had been instituted, in clearing up the 
toxaemia and accelerating the subsidence of the local lesion 
It was found difficult to maintain an adequate concentration 
of sulphathiazole in the blood except in elderly patients 
because of rapid excretion, and in septicaemic cases the drug 
is best given as the sodium salt in isotonic solution by intra 
venous drip. A concentration of 15 mg. per 100 ¢.cm. in 


the blood should be attained. Vomiting is less common 


than with sulphapyridine, and the only other toxic effects 
seen were skin eruptions, conjunctival congestion and moder 





normal blood and the 
concentrated blood in severe shock. The right tube contains a 
normal specimen with 45 per cent. of solids; the left tube contains 
65 per cent. of corpuscles, because of the passing of plasma 
from the blood into the tissues as a result of injury 


Specimens showing the difference between 


the unpleasant odour of the discharge soaking through the 
plaster is a source of annoyance more to those around than 
to the patient. However, if the method succeeds I val 
of the plaster a clear granulating surface is observed which 
can be further treated by replastering, or skin grafted, whe 
required

be excised as, if this is done the infection read and 
the patient may succumb to an overwhelming toxaemia \ 
procedure known as lebridement is carried out Th means 
an adequate exposure of the wound, removal of foreign 
bodies, blood clot and obviously devitalised tissue with 
adequate drainage. A light packing with vaseline gauze 
strips and a plaster case follow, unless it is thought wiser 
because of the risk of a flare up of infection, to treat the 
wound with dressings for a few davs until this danger i

LUMINIUM splints may be used for the treatment of 
multiple tuberculous dactylitis, as shown in illus 
tration I, where the small patient has both hands 

the right forearm and one toe of the left foot affected. Splints, 
of suitable lengths and shapes, immobolise the affected 
limbs as far as the extent of the disease demands They 
are covered with boracic lint which is stitched over the metal, 
leaving it exposed nowhere. Adhesive strapping keeps the 
splints in position, and as they are verv light they keep only 
the affected part at rest and do not weigh down the child 
nor cause it unnecessary distress by unduly hampering its 
movements

Surgery and Gynaecology and Surgical and Gynaecological Nursing 
Treatment, Question 1.—Discuss the nursing treatment of a patient 
who has sustained a penetrating wound of the scalp and has become 
unconscious. What are the complications ? 

The patient is nursed either in the recumbent position 
with one soft pillow under his head, or some surgeons prefet 
the head to be raised so as to lessen the risk of cerebral 
oedema. This latter position is carried out by placing the 
head of the bed on blocks, or the patient is turned on to his 
side, his head raised and the position maintained by pillows 
The room should be quiet and the patient kept absolutely at 
rest and free from unnecessary external stimuli 

A long should have been placed 
mattress to avoid soiling, in case the patient is incontinent 
of urine or faeces. The patient is with warm 
blankets, as he will be suffering from shock An electri 
cradle may be used, but great care must be taken to see that 
the patient does not burn himself, as these patients are 
frequently restless. For this reason, hot water bottles are 
not used 

A careful record of the character and rate of the pulse and 
must be made quarter- or half-hourly. Any 
abnermal slowing or quickening should be reported im 
mediately. The temperature is taken and recorded fou 
hourly, unless it is found to be rising rapidly, then it should 
be taken at one- or two-hourly intervals. This must be 
reported. The temperature is taken in both axillae, so as to 
ascertain if there are any variations in the two sides of the 
body. 

As the surgeon depends to a great extent on the observa 
tions which the nurse makes, a diligent watch must be main 
tained for any signs which will assist in the diagnosis of the 
extent of the injury, such as vomiting, incontinence, twitch 
ing, convulsions, paralyses of muscle groups, restlessness, 
irritability, nystagmus, any discharge from the ear or the 
nose, and later for any signs indicating the onset of compli 
cations such as head retraction suggesting tetanus or menin 
gitis, and local crepitation suggesting gas gangrene. Parti- 
cular attention should be paid to the dressing over the wound 
in case of haemorrhage or leakage of the cerebro-spinal 
fluid. If necessary the dressing should be packed or re- 
newed, and the condition reported. 

Preparations are made for the giving of anti-tetanic serum 
and anti-gas gangrene serum. A specimen of urine must be 
obtained, if necessary by catheterization, and tested for 
albumen, sugar and acetone, as a thorough exploration of the 
wound is generally made by the surgeon, under an anaes- 
thetic, as soon as the patient’s condition permits. A tray 
or trolley with requisites for lumbar puncture should be 
prepared in case this is needed for diagnostic purposes, 
or for the relief of intracranial pressure. 

The nurse may be asked to give a rectal 
hypertonic solution of magnesium sulphate 
25 per cent. solution, twice daily—in order to 
intracranial pressure or, alternatively, to prepare for the 
administration of an intravenous injection of sodium chloride, 
70.c.c. of a 15 to 20 per cent. solution, ora 50 percent. glucose 
solution, by the house surgeon. The nurse should see that 
a sphygmomanometer is at hand as the blood pressure may 
have to be recorded hourly. If the patient remains uncon- 
scious for 12 hours or longer, and the surgeon has not decided 
to operate, instructions must be obtained as to giving the 
patient some fluids. This may be given by mouth, if the 
swallowing reflex is present, otherwise by nasal or rectal txbe, 
as ordered. Attention to the mouth and pressure points 
is very necessary. The lips may be smeared with vaseline. 
Sedatives may have to be ordered if the patient is very 
restless. Paraldehyde, two to four drachms, or chloral 
hydrate, 20 grains, and potassium bromide, 40 grains, may 
be given per rectum.

QUESTION 1:—Describe the vagina and its relations. 
the injuries it may receive during labour. 


Enumerate 


The vagina forms the lowest part of the generative tract, 
and leads from the vulva to the uterus lt has an upward 
and backward direction which accounts for the final curve 
of the pelvic axis. Its anterior wall measures about 24 
inches, and the posterior about 3} inches. These walls are 
normally in apposition. The cervix uteri pierces the vault 
of the vagina, and projects downwards for about 1 inch, 
thus dividing the upper vagina into four regions, known as 
the anterior, posterior, right and left lateral fornices The 
vagina is lined with stratified squamous epithelium which 
is thrown into folds, or rugae, which allow for great stretching 
during childbirth. This layer contains no glands, though 
the passage is kept moist by transudation of fluid through 
Beneath this layer is a small layer of unstriped 
muscle. The blood is supplied mainly through the vaginal 
arteries, and returned through the vaginal veins. In the 
virgin, the vaginal orifice on to the vulva is partially closed 
by the hymen, an incomplete septum of mucous membrane 
The reaction of the vagina is normally acid Its lower end 
is teeming with bacteria, the upper end is sterile.

A FIRST BOOK OF FIRST AID IN PEACE AND WAR.—By Monica 
Salmond. (The Paternoster Press, 1940, A. Wheaton and Co., Ltd., 
Exeter; price 9d.) 

Or making many first-aid books there is no end, but Monica 

Salmond’s has to be singled out for special notice on several 

scores. First and foremost, her motto, ‘‘ Do as you would 

be done by,” is of incalculable value in war-time. No more 
trussing up of -casualties in uncomfortable postures and 
forgetting them! ‘The importance of the human side of 
first-aid work is emphasised—the , reassuring attitude, 
courage, coolness, quick decision, and readiness to improvise. 

We are learning that the less done by first-aid workers the 

better. They should just concentrate on affording relief 

and security and speeding the patient to hospital. Lady 

Salmond’s book reflects this principle. First aid procedures 

are laid down in a series of lessons, each with its notes and 

warnings in heavily leaded type ; for instance, with reference 
to lung irritant gas, ‘‘ No Artificial Respiration.’’ There is 

a tendency among doctor-lecturers to use language and 

terms more suited to second-year nurses in training than the 

uninitiated, so that in practice the nurse demonstrator 
must act as interpreter. The importance of simplicity in 
teaching cannot be over-estimated, and Lady Salmond is 
consistently simple and concise. There are occasions when 
the suggestion that the first-aid worker should sterilise her 
own fingers with an iodine pencil before a dressing would be 
undesirable. When explaining the compression of a per- 

forated femoral artery, it is worth describing how, if there is a 

delay, the first-aid worker can be relieved by another who 

sinks his thumbs heavily over those of the former, so that 
there is no relaxation. One further comment! Now that 
we are all practising first aid in gas masks, not such an 
impossible proceeding as might appear, a few words on the 
subject might be usefully included in modern primers.

When the Baby is Thirsty 
Midwives do not always appreciate how firm is the beliet 
held by many mothers and most handywomen, that it is 
wrong to give babies water without any sugar in it. Even 
when told to give the baby ‘some warm boiled water,’ and 


when no mention of sugar is made, they still persist in adding 
it. Asa result, the digestion of the baby is upset, as shown by 
his green stools. Midwives should be careful to impress on 
the mothers that babies are often thirsty and do require 
drinks of water, but that they are too young to be allowed 
to eat their sugar rations themselves ! 

A rash like angry pin-pricks, spreading rapidly from the 
front part of the buttocks down the inner side of the thighs, 
is nearly always due to the baby’s urine.

Cracked Nipples
